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1 . This communication is in response to the election received 12/10/06. It is clear 
that Applicant has elected Group I, claims 1-56 without traverse. However, the species 
within Group I, and the claims readable thereon, has not been clearly elected. Further 
restriction is deemed proper within Group I. 

2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-33, drawn to construction blocks, classified in class 52, subclass 
280. 

II. Claims 34-42, drawn to connected pairs of construction blocks, classified 
in class 52, subclass 578. 

III. Claims 43 and 44, drawn to an asymmetric module, classified in class 52, 
subclass 280. 

IV. Claim 45, drawn to a roof truss, classified in class 52, subclass 690. 

V. Claims 46-56, drawn to a building frame, classified in class 52, subclass 
655.1. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Each of inventions l-V are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in 
a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in scope 
and are not obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination is 
separately usable. In the instant case, each subcombination has separate utility such 
as use in any construction that did not require the use of the other subcombinations. 
See MPEP § 806.05(d). 
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The examiner has required restriction between subcombinations usable together. 
Where applicant elects a subcombination and claims thereto are subsequently found 
allowable, any claim(s) depending from or othenrt/lse requiring all the limitations of the 
allowable subcombination will be examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 
1 . 1 04. See MPEP § 821 .04(a). Applicant is advised that if any claim presented in a 
continuation or divisional application is anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of, a 
claim that is allowable in the present application, such claim may be subject to 
provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the claims of 
the Instant application. 

3. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
because the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their 
different classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
because the inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

5. Within the subcombinations this application contains claims directed to the 
following patentably distinct species: 
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a. Each of the blocks (10, 1 1 , 12, 13) shown in figure 4 is separate species 
of block, 

b. Each of figure 1 1 -1 7 appear to show a different species of columns/walls, 

c. Each of the blocks In figures 20A-21 F appears to be a different species of 
block, 

d. Figures 22A-35D show various species of blocks, columns, trusses and 
frames. 

The species are independent or distinct because they are structurally different and can 
have separate utility. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, no claims appear generic to all species. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim 
is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which depend from or otherwise require all the limitations 
of an allowable generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1 .141 . If claims are added after 
the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species.

In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions 
unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection 
under 35 U.S.C.103(a) of the other invention.
